DOWN IN THE TUBE

John Oliver and Jon Stewart 
were seen traveling together on the subway from 
Montauk to Amagansett, talking shop. 


SUBWAY MAKES SPECIAL SANDWICH 

The Subway restaurant chain, which holds 
the lease for the food kiosks on all our station 
platforms, is producing a U.S. Open Special foot- 
long sandwich this week. It is a club sandwich 
with lettuce, tomatoes and bacon, but instead of a 
frilly toothpick holding it together, there is a golf 
tee. “We spent all last week gluing golf balls to 
the tees,” said Subway manager Glen Hotspoon. 
Each golf ball, a gift from Titleist, can be kept as 
a souvenir. 


RUNAWAY TRAIN 


On Thursday at 3 p.m., one of our regular subway 
trains in service bolted after Southampton, 
picked up speed and went to Westhampton, 
turned around on the turntable and still, without 
stopping, went all the way back to Montauk. 
No passengers could get on or off, and all held 
on for dear life. Nothing stopped this runaway 
train, as it continued from one end of the system 
to the other for the next three hours, until Glen 
Melrose, a repairman at the Montauk Yards 
set out a “dish full of treats” at the entrance to 
the Yards as the train was leaving Amagansett 
heading to Montauk. Apparently sniffing the 
treats from afar, it slowed as.it approached and 
the passengers, thankfully, were able to get off 
when it stopped at the dish. This train engine, 
#62, is getting a thorough going over. 


FOR YOUR SAFETY 

Beginning on Monday, German Shepherd 
guard dogs will be stationed aboard every car 
on every train. They are there for your 
protection. If they sniff you, do not move. 
They are just trying to figure you out. Do not pet 
them or talk to them. 


THE NEW TUNNEL BORING MACHINE 
Hamptons Subway is among the first subway 
systems in the country to obtain the new Ajax 
Subway Tunnel Boring Machine. This monster 
can drill a hole 20 feet in diameter through 
10 yards of rock and dirt every hour. Nothing 
like this has been on the market before. As a test, 
we bored a tunnel between the Southampton 
Main Street subway stop to the Shinnecock Golf 
Club course in 22 hours. Realizing this could be 
a shortcut to the U.S. Open, we set down tracks 
and had it bore straight up into the woods by the 
fourth fairway. Those wishing to see the Open 
without paying should just follow the signs at 
the Southampton platform to the new platform 
for the trip over. At the end, climb the ladder. 
The train runs every hour on the hour from 
Southampton and every hour on the half-hour 
coming back. 


PHONE CHARGERS 

As an additional free service to riders, we are now 
proud to announce that every car is equipped 
with an iPhone charger. Located above the sliding 
doors, it’s yours to use between the stations. Just 
make sure it is disconnected so as not to dangle 
down when the train doors slide open. 


COMMISSIONER ASPINALL’S MESSAGE 

The new Mastic Beach Subway boring machine 
drilling a tunnel toward the Hamptons Subway 
station at Westhampton has been thwarted. As 
it neared, we detonated a series of explosions 
resulting in the collapse of their tunnel. Hamptons 
Subway has a chic reputation to uphold and we

HAMPTONS BOAT-IQUE RUNS AGROUND 
Emergency personnel responded to the scene 
after a large luxury yacht ran aground off 
Barcelona Neck in Sag Harbor last Wednesday. 
In the process of dealing with the incident, 
investigators discovered that the beached vessel 
was apparently in use as a floating high-end 
boutique, selling everything from expensive 
jewelry to imported Russian caviar—operating 
offshore to avoid duties and taxes. 

“Our crews responded to a distress call,” says 
Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. 
“After rescuing several individuals on the 


disabled craft, officers noticed that the boat 
was heavily laden with jewels, high-end fashion 
merchandise, collectible wine, and other luxury 
goods. We quickly realized that we were looking 
at a previously unsuspected oceangoing luxury 
goods emporium.” Hirsch says that police have 
interviewed the captain of the boat, which police 
say is dubbed the Hamptons High-End Boat- 
ique. “The captain was able to fill us in on the 
details,” says Hirsch. 

According to the captain’s interview transcript, 
the Boat-ique has spent the last four summers 
cruising around the East End waters, and that 
during the summers pre-screened shoppers have 
made their way to the yacht in smaller craft 
operated by the shadowy company that owns 
the business. The captain claims not to know 
the identity of his employer. (At press time, 
police still had not determined who or what 
entity owns or runs the business, although they 
had discovered a firm connection to Hamptons 
billionaire Derwood Hodgegrass. Hodgegrass has 
denied any involvement, although he says it’s 
possible that one of his sons might have a “piece 
of the action.”) In order to be approved to board 


the vessel, shoppers had to prove a net worth 
in excess of $100 million, and had to agree to 
spend at least $5 million while on board. The 
captain explained to investigators that, in order 
to shield the business from discovery, he was 


under instructions not to put into harbor except 


in an emergency—the boat was refueled from 
a tanker on the open water, and luxury goods 
were supplied to the boat from ships operating in 
international waters. 

“They had a pretty nifty racket going,” says 
Hirsch. “Imagine being able to avoid paying the 
duties and taxes on a $75,000 watch? That’s 
a significant savings. Not to mention that the 
owners of the business got access to the high 
rollers without having to pay the freight on a | 
piece of prime Hamptons retail space. Of course, 
it’s all terribly illegal—but you still have to admire 
the audacity of it!” Hirsch says that the police are 
continuing to dig into the operations of the Boat- 
ique and have every expectation of uncovering 
the identities of its owners and clientele. a

The Teenager Who Turned the 1896 U.S. Open at Shinnecock Upside Down

he Shinnecock Hills Golf Club was founded 

by some of the wealthiest tycoons in America 
in 1891. In the club’s sixth year, the U.S. Open 
was played on this course. Since then, the Open 
has taken place at Shinnecock four more times, 
the latest this year. 

There have been many exciting moments over 
the years at Shinnecock, but surely none compare 
to what happened at this first U.S. Open at 
Shinnecock—the second U.S. Open in history. 

The cause of the furor was this thin slip of a 
lad, John Shippen Jr., age 16. He was a caddy and 
groundskeeper at Shinnecock in that sixth year. 
But, as he later told a reporter, shortly before his 
death at age 90, he could beat any of the members 
anytime and “anyone else who happened to come 
around the course.” 

For what he did the weekend of that first 
U.S. Open, he was awarded a membership into 
the Professional Golfers’ Association. But that 
happened in 2009, half a century after he passed 
on. There were reasons for that. 

Nevertheless, the fact is that this young and 
unknown caddy was entered in that long ago 
U.S. Open. And at the end of the first round of 
the match, with 34 of the best golfers in America, 
Scotland and England competing, he was tied 
for the lead. He was not only 16, he was a local 
kid, one identified in the slang of the time as 
a half-breed, half Shinnecock Indian and half 
African-American. Someone who wasn’t even 
supposed to be on the course. How could that 
possibly happen? 

John Shippen Jr. was born in Washington, 
D.C., one of the nine children of John Shippen 
Sr., an African-American, and Eliza Shippen, 
a full-blooded Shinnecock Indian woman. His 
father, the son of a slave, made his living as a 
preacher, and a few years before the Shinnecock 
Hills Golf Club was built, he was hired to be 
the Presbyterian minister for the Shinnecock 
tribe on their East End reservation. The Shippens 
moved north. 

Meanwhile, asummer resident of Southampton, 
William K. Vanderbilt, returned from a trip to 
Europe in 1890 with a Scottish golf professional 

named Willie Dunn in tow. This would have 
been a novelty in town then. Something new. 
There was no golf in Southampton. Twenty years 
earlier, the Long Island Rail Road had extended 
its tracks out to Southampton and the wealthy of 
New York City began building a colony of large 
summer mansions on the beach in the town. 

Willie Dunn arrived when a part of Shinnecock

Hills was almost completely free of trees and 
other vegetation. Having the railroad take the 
wealthy out from Manhattan to Southampton in 
two hours was a miracle, but it had come at a cost. 
The steam locomotives were fueled by coal, and 


the embers in the smoke emitted from the stacks 


of these powerful engines often caused fires in 
the woods by the tracks there. It was something 
everyone had to put up with—until a time came 
when the hills were just grass and there was 
nothing further to burn. Of course, later on there 
were well-prepared fire departments. 

In Europe, Dunn had shown Vanderbilt 
golf. And the downs on which it was played 
looked just like Shinnecock. Vanderbilt paid 
Dunn to come to America and show his neighbors

how to play the game. On the first day, Vanderbilt 
teed up a ball at Shinnecock and, with Dunn at 
his side, hit it. There needed to be a golf course. 
Vanderbilt hired a golf course designer from 
Montreal named Willie Davis to lay out the 
course. The nearby Shinnecock Indians were 
hired to build it. When completed, the club was 
formed and the Indians, now good friends with the 
wealthy, became the custodians, groundskeepers, 
employees. and caddies of choice. One of them 
was John Shippen Jr. Under Dunn’s tutelage, 
he really could hit the ball far. He also had a 
nice short game. Soon, even at 16, he was 
teaching others. 

The first U.S. Open was played in 1895 a 
the course in Newport, Rhode Island, another

summer resort for the rich that had just been 
built. The second would be played at Shinnecock, 
which, by filing papers, had become the first 
incorporated golf course in America. 

What the members did know, in anticipation 
of the arrival of the golfers for the second U.S. 
Open—mostly from Europe—was that they had 
been asked to enter the best golfer at the club, 
and the best golfer at their club happened to be 
the son of the preacher at the reservation. He and 
another caddy, Oscar Bunn, would be entered as 
the presenting golf course’s entrants. How could 
this be a problem? 

The president of the newly formed United 
States Golf Association (USGA) was a millionaire 
named Theodore Havemeyer, whose family 
owned the American Sugar Refining Company. 
The senior historian at the USGA Golf Museum, 
Victoria Student, had this to say about 
Havemeyer, in an interview with Newsday a few 
weeks ago: “He had a grasp of the times and an 
understanding of what the USGA’s role would be 
_ in the history of golf.” 

That role was to crown the best golfer. And 
it would not matter where he came from. This 
was important because when the golfers arrived 
before the match from around the world and saw 
that two non-whites were among those listed as 
entrants, many revolted. 

Shippen, in an interview with Robert Sommers 
of Golf Journal in his later years, described what 
happened: “The other pros in the Open held a 
meeting and said they would refuse to play if me 
and Bunn were allowed to play.” 

_A petition to ban Shippen and Bunn was 
presented to Havemeyer. He did not hesitate to 
respond. He nee staal pars were the 20 S 


entrants and the USGA intended to conduct the 
Open as it saw fit. The championship would 
be held even if the field was composed of only 
Shippen and Bunn. 

“I think this goes down as one of the seminal 
moments of the history of the USGA and the 
history of the U.S. Open championship,” Ms. 
Student said. 

Nobody quit. The revolt ended and off they 
went to play. 

The U.S. Open back then took place in just 
one day. Eighteen holes were played in the 
morning. And then a second 18 holes were played 
in the afternoon. : 

At the break at lunchtime, the golfers compared 
their scores. The teenager Shippen had shot a 78. 
He was in first place. The others, including Bunn, 
were straggling behind. 

Somebody had to beat this kid. 

Shippen remained in the lead during the front 
nine in the early afternoon. He was on his game 
in the 10th, 11th and 12th holes. And then he got 
to the 13th tee. Just five holes to go. 

“It was just a little, easy par 4,” he said later. 
“And all I had to do was play it to the right. I 
played it too far to the right and ended up in a 
sand road. And I kept hitting it in that sand road 
until I finally finished with an 11.” 

Without that, he might have won the 
tournament. Instead, he wound up in a tie 
for fifth, seven shots back, the extra seven 
being exactly the number of shots he took on that 
sand road. 

For finishing fifth, Shippen received $10, which 
was for him quite a huge sum. Bunn played but 
finished far down in the pack. 


Shippen had been promoted to golf pro at 


Shinnecock ahead of the Open so he could 
compete for the money, but he could not be 
officially recognized as a pro by the PGA because 
of that organization’s “Caucasian Only” 
restriction—informally in effect from the 
beginning but in writing beginning in 1913. 
After teaching and working at Shinnecock Hills, 
Shippen worked at Maidstone, the National Golf 
Links of America in Southampton, Spring Lake 
and Somerset Hills. He also competed in four 
other U.S. Opens, but did not place higher than 
sixth in any of them. For the last 30 years of his 
active life, he was the golf pro at the Shady Rest 
Country Club in Scotch Plains, New Jersey, the 
first exclusive golf club for African-Americans. 
He also fathered five children. 

Bunn finished 21st at the event, and he also 
went on to a considerable career. He became 
a golf instructor, working at Lake Placid, New 
York, New Britain, Connecticut and Jacksonville, 
Florida. On a tour that took place in Buenos 
Aires, Argentina in 1918, he caught pneumonia 
and, returning home, died at the age of 42. 

Havemeyer died in Manhattan of typhoid a 
year after the Open at Shinnecock. 

In Shippen’s Golf Journal interview in 1968, 
20 years after the “Caucasian Only” restriction 
was lifted, he was asked if, looking back, he would 
have changed anything. 

“Sometimes I wonder if I did the right thing 
when I quit school and went into golf. Maybe I 
should have kept going, and gone to Yale like my 
brother. He’s a teacher. 

“I wonder until I look out the window and 
see that golf course. Then I realize how much 
enjoyment I’ve gotten out of the game, and I don’t 
wonder anymore.”

ne of my favorite memories from long ago in. 
the Hamptons was the time that one of the 

Halsey boys called and invited me to go iceboating 

with him on Mecox Bay. The appointed day was a 

bitter cold Sunday in January of 1973. The wind 

was howling. This was the day, he said. Be there 
around two in the afternoon. 

I bundled up and drove down Bay Lane in 
Mecox, following his directions. The last quarter- 
mile of Bay Lane was straight as an arrow, 
heading south to a dead end at the waterline. You 
could see the sails of the iceboats in the bay way 
off as you made the turn onto the straightaway 
because the land was potato fields the whole 
way. (Today it is all houses on both sides, most 
hidden behind hedgerows. We don’t have that 
view anymore.) 

At the dead end I got out of my car and 
waved to the half-dozen iceboats whizzing 
around. One of them pulled in turned into 
the wind, the sail luffing aimlessly. John 
Halsey waved a mittened hand in my direction as

an invitation to walk across the ice to him. 

I so remember the next 15 minutes. John 
wanted to keep me in the seat directly behind 
him for a half an hour or more. But flying silently 
around the bay at 40 miles-an-hour, sometimes 
with the outrigger on one side raised up off the ice 
in a big gust, was quite enough. The only sound 
you could hear during that ride was the slicing 
of the blades under-the outriggers stopping and 


starting as the other iceboats crisscrossed in front 


and behind. I’d shout out to John. He’d make 
some sort of reply. I held my breath for most of it. 
Wow. I’ve never forgotten this. 

Thanking him and hopping out near the shore, 
I staggered over the ice to what was certainly 
a wonderful oasis out of the wind. Right at the 
end of the road there, facing the ice from 10 feet 
behind a flagpole with a flag flapping up top, was 
a little wooden cabin no more than 10 by 20 feet 
in size. It had a front door and a porch. I went 
inside. A wooden table was in the center. Several 
men were playing cards, hot cups of coffee from 
the Candy Kitchen at their elbows. I nodded 


at them and sat on a bench along the wall and 
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caught my breath. After a while, I went home and 
wrote about the experience for the paper. 

Farmers back then did lots of things to fill the 
time when the fields were fallow. These iceboats 
were handmade by them in their barns, probably 
from sets of plans handed down. 

In the summer, some of the farmers built small 
airplanes on their property from kits. The planes, 
kit planes and little pipers, would take off from 
mowed grass areas they'd set aside between 
potato fields or cornfields. There wasn’t a whole 
lot of regulation about this. I was once offered 
a ride. Somebody was flying to a lunch at a 
farmer’s house in Jamesport and wondered if 
I'd like to come along. I declined. There was 
also sailing in Mecox Bay from that clubhouse. 
Summer in the Hamptons. 

I don’t know that it meant anything, but the 
farmers using that little clubhouse paid for it to be 
there—somebody else owned the land—by paying 
$100 dues to a “president.” They called the place 
the Mecox Bay Yacht Club. The club flag went up 
below the stars and stripes. It was kind of a lark. 

What happened after that was kind of sad. 
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People stopped using the little clubhouse. I 
was told the landlord had jacked up the rent. 
The building fell into disrepair. By about 
1980, it was quite a wreck. Even the flagpole 
was now bent at an angle. I think vandals had 
got at the place. It remained that way until 
this spring. 

The clubhouse, it turns out, has gotten a 
new life. It’s been completely rebuilt. The 
flagpole is up with the flag flying and a big sign 
invites you to enjoy the amenities of what is 
now called Mecox Bay Park. The biggest little 
park ever: Less than a quarter-acre, but with 
80 feet of waterfront. Last week, the town 
held a ribbon-cutting ceremony there. There 
is to be sail boating, kayaking and—maybe 
by next summer anyway—sailing lessons, 
probably for kids. 

What's happened in the interim for the last 
30 years is a study in selfishness, malfeasance, 
lawyers, determination and patience. 

Sometime in the late 1980s, the owner of this 
property was discovered to have failed to pay his 
real estate taxes. As the property owner did not to 
pay the back taxes and fines, the Town declared 
the property in default and took ownership of it. 
But the Town did nothing with it. Just let it sit. 

Also during those 30 years, the potato fields 
on both sides of that final straight run to the 
little bay beach were turned into rows of houses, 
mostly vacation houses, on both sides with walls 
of hedgerows in front. Life goes on. Meanwhile, 
the Halseys and others continued with their 
iceboating and sailing. There is a little boat 
ramp anybody can use at the end of the dead 
end alongside the clubhouse. They’d just bring 
their boats. 

About 2010, someone, with the same memory 
as me (but it was not me), proposed to the Town 
that the-little falling-down warming house be 
restored and the place turned into a site where 
sailing lessons could be taught to children in the 
summertime. He’d head up a club, open to all, 
and would sign a lease with the Town. 

Some of those now living on Bay Lane would 
have none of it. They believed their peace 
and quiet would be disturbed. There would be 
children playing, rows of cars and trucks down 
there at the end. They imagined, inaccurately, that 
because the place would still be called the Mecox 
Yacht Club, it would be exclusive. Eventually, 
they hired lawyers who filed lawsuits against the 
town to forbid the town from doing anything that 
would result in lots of people going down to that 
little “club.” 

Last fall, the Town Attorney announced that 
the smoke had cleared. The lawsuits were over. 
And so the town, finally, could do something for 
the townspeople. 

I spoke to Kristen Doulos, the Parks 
Commissioner for the town, who told me the 
following: The lawn is mowed, people can park 
on the street, the flag is flying, a new wooden 
outbuilding is now in place to replace the old (I’m 
told it is a pre-fab, bought for $85,000 with town 
park funds from Walpole Woodworkers in Water 
Mill), three racks for six kayaks each are in place 
on the lawn and a lottery has been held where 
18 citizens have won slots on the rack for their 
kayaks or Sunfish. The little building is secured 
with a combination lock, but these 18 have the 
combination and can keep their gear, paddles 
and bathing gear on the hooks inside. As for 
anybody else, they should feel free to bring their 
kayaks or Sunfish down to the launching ramp 
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atop automobiles or trucks, have fun on the 
water and then drag them back to land and 
off to home. 

Next year, the Town will probably install 
some park benches on the grass, or sitting 
benches on the front porch of the new 
building, and that hoped-for sailing school 
might come to pass. 

The farmers, playing cards, will not be 
there, though. 

However, guess what? 

“I was down there this past January to 
watch the iceboats fly around,” Ms. Doulos 
told me. “Mr. Halsey was piloting one of 
them. So he’s still there. I’ve got pictures.”

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Not So Fast 


Accurate To-the-Minute Weather Reporting Hits a Bump in the Road 


D o you get the same messages on your phone 
about the weather that I do? I get them 
almost daily. And this has been going on for the 
last six months. 

“Light rain will start at 3:23 p.m. and will last 
the rest of the day.” 

The predictions are often wrong and I wonder 
why they are wrong. But I know why they get 
to my phone. At the beginning of last year, 
my contact at the weather service—I have a 
particular contact there I call when I’m writing 
about the weather—told me excitedly that a new 
weather satellite had been launched and 
was in the sky above the East Coast and 
would soon be able to predict the weather 
with extraordinary accuracy. Down to the 
minute. It was now undergoing testing 
and was expected to go live in June 2017. 

I wrote about that, about what it would 
be like to have weather served up ahead 
of time down to the minute. I thought it 
might be life-changing. 

In June, I called him. It was still 
in testing, taking a bit longer than 
anticipated. It was now expected to go 
live before the end of the year, perhaps 
as soon as November. And indeed, when 
November came, I began to get these 
very precise messages on my phone. 
Unfortunately, they were wrong. They are 


has gone flooey with the cooling system, not 
on our satellite but on a nearby feeder satellite 
and, so far, they don’t know why. Twelve hours 
a day it works fine. But the other 12 hours, when 
the sun shines directly on it, the cooling system 
gets overloaded and the data it sends out is 
compromised. 

I had thought when I was told about this that 
there was just one new satellite, but, it turns out, 
there are four.

I might note that NOAA, in its fepaet is” 
very technical and precise in explaining all this.

All four satellites have the advanced high- 
resolution camera, the sensitive magnetometer, 
an ultraviolet X-ray sensor, an ultraviolet imager 
and sensors to measure charged particles. Also 
working fine are the lightning mappers and the

take 200 shots a second and will go off 
automatically when lightning is observed. 
But then there is the “star of the show”— 
the Advanced Baseline Imager, which 
provides infrared imagery.

“It is deflating, given the aanatic . 
success that GOES-16 was, as well as 
Himawari 8 and 9,” Steve Volz, assistant 
administrator at NOAA, told a reporter 
from CBS. The East Coast satellite is 
GOES-16. “We expected the same performance 
with GOES-17 and we still hope for that. But it is 
a little bit upsetting to see this happen.” 
Bottom line is that when the message says 3:23 
p.m. for rain, don’t believe it. Better idea is to ask 
a farmer. They usually know what’s coming.

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Shinnecock Hills Golf Club Then and Now 


018 marks the fifth time in the U.S. Open’s 

123-year history that the famed tournament 
is being held at the Shinnecock Hills Golf Club in 
Southampton. But wait, you say, this is only the 
118th U.S. Open. Indeed it is. The tournament 
was cancelled in 1917 and 1918 due to World War 
I and again from 1942-1945 during World War II. 
_ Add that to the long list of things that war isn’t 

good for. 

Following the inaugural U.S. Open tournament 
at the Newport Country Club in Newport, Rhode 
Island in 1895, Shinnecock Hills hosted the 1896 
tournament. At that time, Shinnecock Hills—one 
of the five founding member clubs of the USGA, 
which puts on the U.S. Open—was only five- 
years-old, making it the oldest incorporated golf 
club in the Unites States, founded by a group 
of men who learned the game in Europe. Those 

men, together with Samuel Parrish (founder of 
the Parrish Art Museum), paid $2,500 for the 
80 acres of Shinnecock Hills in 1891. 
_. There seems to be some confusion regarding 
_the origins of the course itself, however. In a 
2004 article written for Golf Digest, Robert 
_ Whitten says that the original 12-hole course was 
- designed by Willie Davis, not, as the club’s official 
history states, Willie Dunn. Whitten cites an 1896 
‘New York Times article that reads: “After Willie 
Davis went to Newport, Willie Dunn, one of the 
most celebrated Scotch professionals that has 
ever come to America, was secured to take charge 
of the grounds” and to renovate and expand the 
course. The idea that Davis designed the original 
course is now, for the most part, taken to be fact.

Samuel Parrish, however, writing in 1923, 
remembered it differently. “The original course, 
as laid out by Willie Dunn in the summer of 
1891, consisted of 12 holes,” he recalled. “Shortly 
thereafter, the links having become somewhat 
congested, an additional nine-hole course was 
constructed for the exclusive use of the women 


players,” which created some dissatisfaction 
among members, causing that 9-hole course to 
be abandoned in favor of a single 18-hole course. 

Willie Dunn also remembered it differently. 
In a September 1934 article published in Golf 
Illustrated, Dunn wrote that he was brought to

founders and was shown the site of the proposed 
course. He remembered his first impressions 
of the land as “rolling and sandy, with thick 
growths of blueberry bushes in some places.” 
He continued: “I laid out plans for 12 holes 
and started work with 150 Indians from the 
reservation, the only available labor. Except 
for several horse-drawn road scrapers, all the 
work was done by hand. The fairways were 
cleared. off, and the natural grass left in; the 
rough was very rough—with clothes-ripping 
blueberries, large boulders and many small 
gullies.” The greens, meanwhile “were made

with sod taken from neighboring estates, 
using just ordinary lawn grass” and “averaged 
about 40-square-feet, placed on little slopes 
or in slight hollows, so that some masterful 
pitching and chip shots were _ required.” 
Dunn also recalled some of the original 
hazards of the course. Apparently skunks were 
abundant. “During one friendly practice game, 
I remember, one of my drives made a direct 
hit on a skunk who immediately released a 
cloud of poisonous gas and refused to move 
away from the ball,” he wrote. Another hazard 


“was provided by huge bald eagles who would 


sometimes pick up balls and carry them out over 
the bay.” 

On a far more somber note, Dunn described 
the land as “dotted with Indian burial mounds,” 
adding, “we left some of these as bunkers in front 
of the holes. Others we scooped out and made 
into yawning bunkers, and sand-traps.” 

This redesigned 18-hole course was revised four 
more times before the present course, designed 
by William Flynn and built by Dick Wilson of 
Toomey and Flynn, was opened for the 1931 
season, laid out utilizing the natural topography 
of the Shinnecock Hills. Golf aficionados might 
see a resemblance to a number of the courses 
on the British Isles. As for the Clubhouse, Dunn 
described the original as resembling “a road- 
side hot dog stand.” The architectural firm of 
McKim, Mead and White was employed to create 
a new clubhouse, which they built in 1892 and 
which remains substantially the same. Over the 
years it has gone through several expansions 
and renovations before undergoing a major 
restoration completed in 2016. 

But enough history. The U.S. Open is one of 
the four Major Championships, often referred 
to simply as “the Majors,” and is played every 
year on the weekend ending with the third 
Sunday in June—that’s now! The other Majors 
are the Masters Tournament, held every April 
at Augusta National Golf Course in Georgia; 
the Open Championship, held every July in the 
United Kingdom; and the PGA Tournament, 
held every August. Only five golfers in history 
have won all four major championships: Jack 
Nicklaus, Tiger Woods (the only player to hold 
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all four championships simultaneously), Ben 
Hogan, Gary Player and Gene Sarazen. If Phil 
Mickelson wins at Shinnecock this year, he’ll be 
sixth to win all four—a feat unofficially referred 
to as a Grand Slam. 

What makes the Open unique among the 
tournaments is that it’s notorious for being 
played on difficult courses with tight fairways 
and speedy greens, demanding pin positions 
and thick, high rough. As a result, six of the 
last nine Open winners have scored even par or 
higher. For comparison, the Masters has only one 
winning score over par since 1956. 

Vowing not to have a repeat of some unfriendly 
conditions golfers encountered in 2004— 
most notably the condition of the green at the 
par-3 seventh hole where sun and wind dried out 
the green so badly that tee shots couldn’t quite 
stop rolling off what became a stone-hard putting 
surface—several changes have been made to the 
Shinnecock course this time around. 

This year, the course at Shinnecock Hills will 
be lengthened 449 yards, bringing it to an overall 
length of 7,445 yards. That’s a 6.4% expansion. 
The par-3 second hole, for example, has been 
lengthened by 26 yards, and the pin on the par- 
_ 4 third hole has been moved back 22 yards and 
to the left. In total there are 10 new back tees 
including the par-4 14th hole and par-5 16th hole, 
which are both set back 76 yards. That par-5 16th 


was once considered a short par-5, but will now © 


play as a legitimate, long par-5. 

Many of the fairways have been narrowed to 
28 to 34 yards, but will, on average, be slightly 
wider than they were in 2004. In fact, about

seven acres of fairway have been converted to 
rough. A recent restoration of the course included 
bringing bunker play closer to the ideal line, more 
naturalized blowouts, removal of ryegrass roughs 
and their replacement with native grasses, and 
the removal of trees. 

Of course, at the end of the day, what 
might make the difference is wind. On a 
good day, Shinnecock Hills. requires extreme 
accuracy off the tee, careful approach shots, a 
better-than-average short game and nerves of 
steel when putting. But if the winds kick up.... 


Wind speeds average between 10 to 15 miles-

What was the inspiration 
for this piece?

- not forget the art scene. It has been a very trying 


year for me, so it’s time to get out, take it all in 
and celebrate getting through it all. Summer on 
the East End is where I feel the most alive and 
confident in any direction life may take me. 
Can you talk briefly about b.j. spoke gallery 
and the importance of artists working 
together toward a common purpose? 

As a member of a cooperative gallery 
you become part of a family of artists who 
support each other and have a say in the 
business of running a gallery.

Nuns Gone Wild: “Nunsense” 


N unsense, now playing at The Gateway in Bellport, 
is a heavenly performance of musical comedy, 
which brings lots of laughs to the stage. The Little 
Sisters of Hoboken are putting on a fundraiser to help 
bury four of the 52 sisters, now stuck in the cafeteria 
freezer, who died due to Sister Julia’s soup. But as the 
show goes on, it’s revealed that the fundraiser might 
not be all about the dead sisters, and instead an excuse 
for these nuns to be in the spotlight. 

Director and choreographer Keith Andrews is 
no novice when it comes to The Gateway. He has 
previously directed shows including Little Shop of 
Horrors, The Rocky Horror Show, Rock of Ages and 
Avenue Q. Though Andrews has an extremely talented 
cast to work with, it’s clear by the flow of the show and 
impressive (and hilarious) choreography that Andrews 
truly made this show what it is: a crisp production that 
showcases the talents of those who star in it. 

The music in this show, written by Dan Goggin and 
directed by Gateway’s Music Director Robert Felstein, 
features traditional Roman Catholic hymns mixed with 
modern, up-beat showtunes. The music is accompanied 
by cheeky jokes, often about Roman Catholic traditions 
and nuns themselves. But there are quite a a few more 
general cultural references made as well, which brings 
in those audience members who may not understand 
the Roman Catholic comedy. Sister Mary Regina, 
played by Kate Chapman, is the head of the convent 
and fundraiser. It’s mentioned multiple times by Sister 
Mary Hubert, played by Tamara Anderson, that the 
fundraiser is necessary because Sister Mary Regina 
spent some of the money, previously raised by selling 
greeting cards, to. buy a television instead of burying 
the last four sisters.

stage. The entire audience could be seen clutching their 
stomachs and wiping tears from their eyes as Sister 
Mary Regina switched gears, from the prim and proper 
leader of the convent to a silly, sinful woman being 
chased by the other nuns. The sarcastic and wise Sister 
Hubert takes charge in this moment of chaos as the 
fundraiser begins to unravel. She oversees the novices, 
the youngest being Sister Mary Leo who dreams of 
becoming the first nun ballerina. Played by Krista 
Kurtzberg, Sister Leo shines on stage, particularly in 
the dance numbers. 

But Sister Robert Anne, played by Alexa Jane Lowis, 
truly stole the show. Her belting on the song “Playing 
Second Fiddle” might give’ one chills, and her strong 
Brooklyn accent added a different dimension to the 
character. She could be called a nun for the modern 
age, at one-point rapping to the audience and at 
another pretending to “melt” as the Wicked Witch of 
the West. Her character is kept out of the spotlight 
for most of the show by Sister Mary Regina, but her 
performance was the most memorable of the night. 

Nunsense is, at its core, a feel-good musical comedy. 
There are many Roman Catholic references and jokes 
throughout, as can be expected from a show about 
nuns, but don’t let this fool you. These aren’t typical 
Catholic school nuns. These women are charming, with 
heart-warming stories and the voices of angels, that 
can make you laugh so hard you'll wonder why your 
abdominals are sore the next day. In a good way. @

Pastels will be another big trend this year within the 
surfboard community. Lavender, mint, sky blue, and 
pale yellow will be spotted everywhere in the swell this 
summer. And not just block-colors—dip-dyed pastels 
will prove to be super popular, too! 
- Wakeboarding—Wakeboards are getting larger. 
This is a trend that first started to pick up in 2017, 
but the predisposition for a bigger size is spilling over 


“ into 2018, too. In fact, the bestselling wakeboards of 


2017 were XL sizes, according ‘to BoardSports.com. 
The average board sold in 2016 was 145 centimeters, 
but 2017 and 2018 is seeing lengths more toward 151 
centimeters. Some of these boards include Slingshot’s 
Nomad board, Liquid Force’s Daniel Grant Eclipse, 
and more. 

That’s not all. Wakeboards are undenoue more 
changes. With wakeboarding parks on the up and up, 
more wakeboards are seeing damage from equipment 
(and vice versa). For this reason, tons of wakeboarders 
are loading up on extra protection for their 
boards, choosing ABS sidewall and base protection 
in the form of either sintered or urethane bases. 

Paddleboarding—Not much of a thrill-seeker? 
The Hamptons waterways have room for those of us 
who want to chill in the waves, too. Paddleboarding is 
still as popular as ever, especially among Hamptons- 
area yogis who want to take their practice to the sea 
(or the bay). 

But would you be willing to try an inflatable 
paddieboard? Hard paddleboards, made of epoxy, 
used to be all the rage—after all, they pick up a bit more 
speed than the inflatable variety. But 2018 is seeing an 
upswing in inflatables, as they are considered more 
lightweight. Globosurfer produces a board called the 
ISLE Airtech, made of military-grade PVC. The board 
is wider—which makes it less likely for a yogi entangled 
in a seriously difficult pose to take on water and get 
wet—and inflates up to six inches. 

Inflatable paddleboards also typically come with 
a pump and a bungee system used for holding onto 
personal items—like your yoga mat. 

Another popular paddleboarding trend? Bringing 
the pooch along for the ride! Dogs who paddleboard 
are called SUP pups—which stands for Stand Up 
Paddleboarding pups—and are swiftly kicking 
paddleboarding yogis to the shore. It’s a great way to © 
spend time in nature while also bonding with your pet. 
Of course, make sure your dog knows how to swim 
and, without fail, responds to your commands before 
bringing your doggie onboard. 

No matter which water sport you choose to take part 
in this summer, there’s no denying that the waves will 
be good, the sky will be clear, and life in the Hamptons 
is sweet.

The Shinnecock Hills Clubhouse: A Bu 


History 


THE SHINNECOCK HILLS GOLF CLUB IN 1913 AND IN THE PRESENT DAY. 


t is 1893. You’re arriving in Southampton to play 

golf. Atop the highest point of Shinnecock Hills is the 
clubhouse, an understated yet imposing building on 
top of a rolling landscape. Except for farm buildings, 
the clubhouse is the only visible structure for miles, a 
white temple surrounded by acres of lush greens. 

It all began in 1890, when New York society men 
William K. Vanderbilt, Edward Meade and Duncan 
Cryder visited Biarritz in southern France. At the 
resort there they met Scotsman Willie Dunn, who was 
building a golf course at the resort. They decided to 
introduce golf to New York. The men scouted around 
the city for a spot; Meade thought upstate New York 
was a good place, while Cryder preferred Yonkers. 
Long Islander Vanderbilt urged them to look east. 
80 acres of land in Shinnecock was purchased for

$2,500 and 44 original members signed up for 


. $100 each. Women, by the way, were allowed to join 


from the start, and the club also boasted America’s first 
golf pro, who happened to be half Shinneock Indian 
and half African-American, John Shippen Jr. 

A 12-hole course was initially built, which crossed 
the Long Island Rail Road train tracks. On one of the 
holes, they’d send a caddie ahead, and if a train was 
coming, he’d ring a bell. 

Now they needed a clubhouse. In 1892, the 
fashionable firm of McKim, Meade & White were 
engaged; Stanford White, already the architect of many 
stately East End homes, drew up the plans and built a 
small place for $8,000. Architecturally, the building 
is a hodgepodge, like a mashup of an American barn 
and a Greek temple, with Palladian windows, an

overhanging roof and a Doric colonnade supporting 
wide verandas. 

The club was so successful and popular that the 
clubhouse needed to be expanded almost immediately. 
Enlargements were added in 1896, 1903 and 1913. The 
front door of the clubhouse still faces south, where 
most of the course was before County Road 39 was 
built in 1929, forcing the reconfiguration of the course. 

Today, the building is the oldest structure in America 
built specifically as a golf clubhouse. Painstakingly 
restored several years ago, Stanford White’s clubhouse 
remains the most iconic building in the golf world. &&
